Cleaveland, of this town, was deftroyed, with all its con- 
tents, except one barrel of meat, by fire. Mr. Cleaveland 
and his wife had left their children, five in aumber, the 
eldeft 9 years and the youngeft 18 months, and had gone 
out on a vifit, and not returning early in the evening the 
eldeft child prepared a hot brick; and ai@F them went to 
bed comfortably, But before they had been long afleep, 
the bed clothes were on fire, and they were much burnt 
before they awoke. The eldeft child made the firft alarm 
and before any gue had arrived at the fire, fre caught from 
bed the youngeft and threw it out of doors, and the other 
three the drove out, and made he: own efcape. In this 
deftitute fituation fome of them naked, they had aearly 
frozen before they could be got to any dwelling. 


BALTIMORE, Maich g. 
CONFLAGRATION OF THE CAPE. 


Arrived laft evening, Capt Rogers, of the Sch'r Nelly 
from Cape Francois, which he left on the 14th February. 
The news by Capt, R. is mol dilireffing, both on ac- 
count of the American property which has been deftroyed 
at the Cape, and the fcenes of horror and blood-thed 
which have and will take place. 

It appears thata divifion of the French fleet confilting 
of 14 fail of thips of the iine, and 11 other fhips of war, 
with about 20,000 men, arrived ofthe Cape on the gd of 
February, when negociaiions were entered into betweea 
the commandaants on cach fide, as to the terms on which the 
one party would be permitted to land; and the tenure on 
which the other ‘was to hold their liberty and property 

On the evening of the following dey, one of the thips 
hove.in near the fhore, and was fired on by the battery 
with red-hot fhot; which was at the fame time the fig- 
nal for the conflagration of the town, Fire and faggots 
lighted up the flames in many parts atthe fame time, and 
the place during the night, exhibited a fcene of horror aod 
deftruétion beyond the power of defexiption, and equall- 
ed only by the dreadful fate it experieaced in the year 
1792.---Many maflacres took place, and the brutal favage- 
nefs of the negroes [pared acither age nor fex, but of their 
own colour, except Americans, one of whom, a young 
mano from Charlefton, was ‘illed, With onc hand the black 
demons of flaughter were {een holding up the writhing in- 
fant, and hacking off his limbs with the [word io the 
other, 

Thofe that efcaped the fword were preferved to witnels 
more_horrid fenfations, being dragged by the negroes, 
(who evacuated the town during the fire, and the demol- 
ifhing of the forts) to their. flrong places in the mountains, 
to ferve as hoftages or to glat their fury, 

On the morning of the 5th, of 2000 hoales, 59 only 
had efcaped the ravages of the flames, and their tenants, 
except a wretched few on board the Ameticap fhipping, 
were no where tobe feen. Sugars and other property ¢i- 
ther rolled in liquid fire along the fireets, or mounted ia 
cloudy volumes to the fkies. All ihe plantations of the 
extenfive and once flourifhing plaia round the Capo for 
many miles, exhibiting the fame tremendous appearance. 
P. de Paix was alfo confumed, and feveral other towns 
in the Ifland, Fort Dauphin had been preferved, by ano- 
ther divifion of the fleet taking poffeflion of it without mo- 
leftation, four divifions having arrived at different points of 
the Ifland about the fametime, Belides the two mea- 
tioned, one had gone into the bite of Leogane. 

After the total evacuation of the Cape by the blacks, the 
French thipping hauled into the harbour and took poffeffion 
of the town and foys, Capt. Rogers was permitted by 
the intendant to fail om the 14th with difpatches, we learn ; 
butall other Americans were ftill detained,
